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REMARKS 

Applicant acknowledges that prosecution on the merits is closed and that Claims 
23-25, 27 and 30 are allowed. Applicant herein addresses formal matters. 



Amendment of the Specification 

Applicant claimed priority in the filing papers, as acknowledged on the Filing 
receipt. Applicant now amends the first page of the Specification to recite said priority claim. 

The first page of the Specification is also amended to delete the references to 
Federally Funded Research and Microfiche, none of which are applicable to this application.
